Moslems ascend to the Dome of the 
Rock, which they believe is the site 
where Abraham was about to slay 
bis son Ishmael (not Isaac, as in 
Jewish tradition) when the angel of 
God intervened. 

Gershon Solomon, head of the 
ultra-nationalist Faithful of the 
Temple Mount, announced on Fri- 
day that his group would pray on the 
Temple Mount on Tisha be"Av. But 
a police official said that the mount 
would be closed to ail non-Mosiems 
throughout the Id al-Adha holiday.

Iraq seizes prisoners in advance of cease-fire 


BAGHDAD ~ Iraq said yesterday it 
had withdrawn its troops from 
southern [ran after completing a 
new drive into Iranian territory in 
advance of the ongoing diplomatic 
efforts to bring an end to the Gulf 
war. Baghdad said it would later 
complete a pull-out of all its forces 
in Iranian territory. 

A military spokesman said the 
withdrawal] took place after lranian 
prisoners of war and. equipment 
seized during the offensive launched 
on Friday had been sent to Iraq. 

Earlier in the day, Iraq said its 
troops had etrated deep into 
Iran and Teheran urged all able- 
bodied men to rush to the front to 
combat what it described as an inva-

General Javier Perez de Cuellar, to 
send their foreign ministers to New 
York next week for meetings on im- 
plementing the cease-fire resolu- 
tion. ¢ 

Iran, which last Monday accepted 
ἃ UN cease-fire call, reported that 
hand-to-hand fighting was raging 40 
kilometres fram Ahvaz, 
capital of the southern Iranian prov- 
ince of Khuzestan. : 

But Iran's forces had repelled 
i troops in the region of Shalam- 
cheh to the south. leaving hundreds 
of enemy bodies on the battlefield, 
the Iranian News Agency (Ima) 
said. The heaviest battles were 
around the towns of Hamid, Jofair 


and Khushk west of Abvaz. 

It said the town of Gilan-e Gharb, 
32 kms. inside Iran and about 175 
kms. northeast of Baghdad, fell to 
advancing Iraqi troops who used 
chemical weapons. 

“The aggressors also captured 
Sar-e Pol Zahab garrison using the 
same dastardly tactic,” the agency 
said. Iraq did not respond to the 
accusation that it used the outlawed 
weapons. 

The towns are in a disputed bor- 

der area claimed by Iraq under the 
terms of a 1975 agreement with 
Tran. 
Teheran Radio repeatedly inter- 
rupted programmes to blast out 
martial music and a string of appeals 
to Iranians to take up arms to de- 
fend the homeland. One appeal 
said: “It is the duty of every Lranian 
τον [Ὁ rise and go 10 the the arena of 
defence of the country, the revolu- 
tion and of the territorial integrity 
and honour of the nation.” Calls to 
arms came from Iran's General 
Command, headed by military su- 
premo Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsan- 
Jani, from the Basij (volunteer) 
headquarters, from the joint staff of 
the armed forces and from a Friday 
prayer leader. 

The battles marked the second 
consecutive day of fierce fighting 


which Iraq said was aimed at 
strengthening its position ahead of 
peace negotiations. 

Jassem said Iraq’s aim was to 
achieve complete and comprehen- 
Sive peace as quickly as possible. 
“Entering deeply into Iranian terri- 
tory is dictated to us by the military 
operations,” he said in his state- 
ment. 

“All we want is to liberate our 

ied areas,” Jassem said, add- 
ing: “We have no aggressive inten- 
tions against Iran.” 

He said another aim was to take 
as many Iranian prisoners as possi- 
ble “to facilitate the achievement of 
a lasting and comprehensive 


peace. 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
has said the capture of a large num- 
ber of Iranians would help in negoti- 
ations with Iran on a cease-fire. 

* The Iraqi agency said Iraq cap- 
tured 8.635 prisoners in fighting on 
Friday. Iraq holds about 13,000 Ira- 
nian prisoners, while Iran hoids 
about 50,000, according to Interna- 
tional Red Cross figures released 
before the fighting of the last two 
days. :

At Hadar Beitar medics adminis- 
tered first aid, laid Nissan in the 
back of a car and rushed him hes 
hospital where doctors remo 
pees of broken bone that had 


pressed against his brain. The oper- 
ation lasted two-and-a-half hours. 
Afterwards, the doctors said that he 
had lost so much biood that had he 
arrived only 10 to 15 minutes later, 
his situation would have been criti- 
cal. Last night his condition was de- 
scribed as stable. 

Hadar Beitar’s residents felt it 
was time to see Shamir. They have

Europe’s summer 
travel chaos 
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Bush adopts solidly

WASHINGTON -- Going be- 
yond existing U.S. policy, Vice 
President George Bush has 
pledged to stockpile “dual-pur- 
pose” U.S. military equipment 
in Israel if elected president in 
November. 

In a lengthy policy statement, 
Bush has promised to signifi- 
cantly strengthen U.S.-Israeli 
Strategic cooperation in other 
important ways as well. 

His nine-page “Middle East Posi- 
tion Paper" just released by his cam- 
paign represents a dramatic chal- 
lenge to Democratic presidential 
candidate Michael Dukakis for sup- 
port in the pro-Israel community, 
Including American Jews. 

Republican political strategists 
are confident that Bush can score 
well among Israel's traditionally 
Democratic friends in the U.S. be- 
cause of the eight-year, generally 
very pro-Israeli record of the Rea- 
gan Administration and because of 
the influential role played at the 
Democratic convention last week by 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 

Bush’s very pro-Israeli paper out- 
lines in considerable detail what his 
position will be if elected. Much of 
the document focuses attention on 
the U.S.-Israeli strategic relation- 
ship, enhanced during the Reagan 
years in office. 

Israeli officials and other pro-Is- 
raeli political activists were especial- 
ly pleased that Bush had pledged to 
pre-position heavy combat equip- 
ment in Israel. Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, during bis recent 


visit to Washington. had again 
raised this issue with the Pentagon 
and was told that the matter stili 
remained under review. 

Israeli defence officials have long 
sought such a commitment from 
Washington in order to avoid the 
necessity of appealing for another 
U.S. emergency resupply airlift in 
the event of another war. Israel had 
asked for such an airlift during the 
early days of the 1973 Yom Kippur 
War. After a delay of several days, 
president Richard Nixon finally au- 
thorized the arms transfer.

But if stocks are already in place 
Israel would not require another air- 
lift. It could easily absorb the 
equipment. 

U.S. strategic planners are also 
interested in pursuing this area of 
strategic cooperation since the U.S. 
could also find itself in need of 
heavy military equipment in that 
part of the world. By having it in 
Israel, the U.S. also would avoid a 
costly — and militarily and politically 
risky — airlift from Western Europe 
or the U.S. 

Bush has now pledged to move 
forward on this issue. “The Bush 
Presidency will take advantage of 
the new relationship built with Israel 
during the Reagan-Bush Adminis- 
tration to enhance the prospects for 
regional peace and security,” the 
statement says. 

“No longer is Israel simply a dem- 
ocratic nation which shares Ameri- 
ca’s religious and immigrant ori- 
gins,” it adds. “Israel shares our 
security burdens as well.”

By establishing appropriate poli- 
cies and institutions.” the paper 
says, “the goal of strategic coopera- 
tion with Israel has been achieved. 
It will be sustained through contin- 
ued security and economic assis- 
tance to Israel, and expansion of 
existing elements of strategic coop- 
eration including joint exercises, 
Pre-positioning of dual-use stock- 
Piles (including combat equipment.

The vice president notes that 
“these measures will serve to 
streogthen American military power 
aod influence in the Eastern 
Mediterranean.” 

Bush goes on to pledge continued 
support for the joint U.S.-Israeli de- 
velopment of the new anti-tactical 
ballistic missile (ATBM) system. 
“We will continue to maintain Isra- 
el's qualitative advantage over any 


adversary or coalition of 
adversaries.” 
Regarding the Arab-Israeli peace 


Process, the paper states: “We op- 
pose the creation of an independent 
Palestinian state; its establishment is 
inimical to the security interests of 
Israel, Jordan and the U.S. We will 
not support the creation of any Pal- 
estinian entity that could place Isra- 
el's security in jeopardy.” 

Bush, after endorsing the Camp 
David peace process, says that “Ul- 
timately, direct negotiations are the 
only viable means of securing peace 
between Israel and its neighbours. 
The U.S. cannot and will not impose 
a settlement, nor will we be party to 
any effort to do so through a multi-- 
lateral entity.”

Palestinian Americans urged to report 
‘Israeli abuses’ to U.S.-Arab group

U.S. Consul-General Philip Wil- 
cox urged Palestinian Americans to 


-{ report to his staff incidents of ha- 


rassment and maltreatment by Is- 
raeli security men at a meeting Fri- 
day of the newly opened Jerusalem 
branch of the American-Arab Anti- 
Discrimination Committee (ADC). 

ADC, the largest Arab-American 
organization in the U.S., with 
22,000 members, opened a local 
branch several weeks ago to handle 
complaints of harassment and dis- 
crimination from Palestinian Ameri- 
cans. 

The Washington-based group was 
founded in 1980 to fight negative 
stereotyping of Arabs in the U.S. 
media and arts, discrimination 
against Arab Americans, and to lob- 
by congressmen and administration 
officials on Middle East issues. 

Most recently the group held con- 


tacts with Federal Laboratories in 
the U.S. and persuaded the firth to 
stop selling tear gas to Israel for use 
in the terrories. i 

Faris Bouhafa, the ADC's public 
relations director in Washington, 
said the group would work to enable 
Palestinians to return and settle per- 
manently in the territories, fight 
confiscation of money from arriving 
Palestinian Americans, and act to 
festore international phone links to 
the territories, cut by the authorities 
during the uprising. ἣν, 

He said complaints by Palestinian 
Americans would be reported by the 
ADC to officials in Washington, and 
urged local Palestinian Americans 
to join the organization. About 200 
persons attended the meeting, aud 
organizers said IDF roadblocks on 
the way to Jerusalem prevented 
more from arriving from other parts 
of the West Bank. 

Wilcox told the gathering that the

Radioactivity warning system opens in Tel Aviv

A sophisticated early-warning 
system that detects radioactivity in 
the air, and would prevent the coun- 
try from being taken by surprise by 
another Chernobyl-type nuclear-re- 
actor accident, has been put into 
operation in Tel Aviv. 

The system, part of the Health 
Ministry’s Research Institute for 
Health and the Environment. in- 
cludes high-tech devices that collect 
data for analysis in real time.

SANTIAGO (AP) - More than 20 
naillion impoverished children. 
many of them abandoned. roam the 
streets and alleywavs of Latin 
American cities. They are an invisi- 
ble nation. with little hope. 

Surviving by prostitution in Brazil 
or street crime in Colombia. brutal- 
ized by war in Nicaragua. many of 
these children are resentful and sus- 
picious of those who try to help 
them. Most alarmingly. some con- 
sider their lives almost normal, ex- 
pecting and accepting nothing else. 

An Associated Press survey of 
conditions in 15 nations of Central 
and South America found that the 
misery of street children remains 
one of the continent's severest social 
problems. and is now aggravated in- 
creasingly by drug addiction. Some 
street children are orphans. Others 
have parents but are forced into the 
Streets nonetheless because of mis- 
treatment or rejection at home, ora 
need to support their families. 

Despite a variety of official. 
church and private welfare efforts, 
the phenomenon of street children 
may never disappear. as well-inten- 
tioned aid efforts yo astray amid 
economic crisis. obsolete legisla- 
ton, war and political violence. 

Yet. from Mexico to Chile, gov- 
emments are allocating fresh re- 
SOUTCes, passing new laws and creat- 
ing new institutions in efforts to 
make some dent in the problem. 

Despite these efforts. though, 
some seven million street children 
still teem through Rio de Janciro, 
Sao Paulo and other major Brazilian 
cities. In Central America. war has 

forced as many as 800.000 children 
to flee across borders. with their 
families or alone. And in the U.S., 
an estimated million children run 
away from home every year, some

falling into crime and prostitution. 
Brazil has one of the worst street- 
children problems, and also some of 


the newest programmes to help 
them. Someday, the programmes 


may reach Beto, a 17-year-old who’ 


loiters in front of Sao Paulo’s Ro- 
man Catholic cathedral. 

Beto has 11 companions, all aged 
between 11 and 18. When they 
aren't stealing, begging or hawking 
goods, they sleep on park benches 
or under store awnings or theatre 
marquees. They bathe and wash 
their few clothes in public fountains. 

“We prefer to earn our living by 
askiag for money or selling things.” 
says Beto. “But when money is 
short and hunger sets in ~ then, of 
course, we're going to steal.” 

Sao Paulo, a city of seven million 
with as many as a million street chil- 
dren, now teaches carpentry, me- 
chanics and other trades to street 
children. More than 9.000 are al- 
ready being trained. and will be 
guaranteed jobs with government 
companies. 

Mexico is experimenting with 
turning street children - the country 
has as many as 12 million of them, 
almost as many as its 14 million 
school children - into book sales- 
men. ἃ programme designed to help 
both the children and national liter- 
acy. But the sheer numbers of street 
children bedevil official efforts to 
help. 

In Peru. the government esti- 
mates that 45 per cent of the na- 
tion's children “live in a situation of 
tisk.” some of them orphans of the 
government struggle with the Mao- 
ist “Shining Path” guerrillas. 

Chile is widely credited with hav- 
ing one of the best children’s aid 
Programmes in Latin America. The 
military povernment spends over 
5200 million a year on faster-family 
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tare, and the number of street chil- 
dren has reportedly dwindled to a 
few hundred. 

Ecuador, where youths engaged 
in street crime can be “‘as ferocious 
as piranhas.™ levies a tax on cheque- 
books and a 2 per cent tax on lottery 
tickets and other gambling to gather 
funds for children’s aid. 

Despair and loneliness among the 
children make addiction hard to re- 
sist. A street child in Lima told a 
drug prevention worker who 
warned him that drugs could kill 
him: “It doesn’t matter if I die, be- 
cause nobody wants me.” 

In Bolivia, where 2,500 children 
sleep in the streets of La Paz at 
night, a government study said 
“some children are used for the sale 
of drugs, principally cocaine -- be- 
coming, in time, drug users 
themselves.” ἢ 

In the impoverished nations of 
Central America, the lives of many 
children have worsened through 
years of war and political violen- 
ce.Thousands of Nicaraguan chil- 
dren have been orphaned from the 
civil war, the government says. Chil- 
dren in Εἰ Salvador and Guatemala 
have suffered similar griefs. 

Latin American and international 
officials say that. despite the poor 
results of programmes so far. the 
moral future of the region's societies 
is at stake in the struggle to help 
Street children. “We are talking 
here about how the next generation 
will approach the organization of 
society.” says Agop Kayaya. Unicef 
tepresentauve in Central America. 

And in Brazil, Reinaldo Bulgar- 
elli, ἃ social worker put it this wav: 
“Given the proper opportunities, 
street children will adapt to society. 
The big problem is to get society to 
adapt to these children.” This article 
ἐς the first in a series}.

RANGOON (AP) - Ne Win, one of 
the world’s most durable leaders 
who wielded authoritarian power 
over Burma for 26 years, announced 
yesterday that he was resigning and 
called for a popular referendum that 
could end the country’s one-party 
Tule. 

Five other veteran leaders close to 
Ne Win also offered their 
resignations. 

The 77-year-old Ne Win cited old 
age and indirect responsibility for 
bloody anti-government rioting in 
March and June for his decision to 
step down as chairman of the Burma 
Socialist Programme Party. 

The unexpected announcement 
came at an extraordinary session of 
the ruling party that began a three- 
day session to consider economic 
and political changes. 


“Bloodshed in March and June 
showed the lack of trust and confi- 
dence in the government ...." Ne 
Win said. “To find out whether the 
majority or the minority are behind 
{the demonstrators), a referendum 
must be held so the people can 
choose between the existing one- 
party system or a multi-party 
system.~ 

Ne Win said the referendum 
would be scheduled for no later than 
the end of September with the cur- 
Tent government continuing its func- 
dons until after the referendum. 

Ifa multi-party system is chosen, 
general elections must be beld, he 
said. He added that if voters chose 
to retain a one-party state there 
should be “"necessary 
modifications.” 

Ne Win, who came to power in 


1962 military coup, has led Burma 
into isolation fom the world com- 
munity and near economic ruin. Po- 
litical and personal freedoms have 
been sharply curtailed. 

‘The congress is expected to accept 
the resignations and choose a new 
chairman tomorrow, the last day of 
the session. A likely candidate to fill 
Burma's most powerful post is 
Maung Maung Kha, who has been 
prime minister since 1977. 

Since last October, student-led 
demoustrations have three times 
rocked Rangoon and other Burmese 
cities, resulting in violent deaths, 
mass arrests and the closure of 
universities.

Convention harmony boost for Democrats 


MCCALLEN. Texas (Reuter) — 
Democratic presidential nominee 
Michael Dukakis took his campaign 
against George Bush to the vice 
president's adopted state of Texas 
on Friday, where he predicted vic- 
tory in the November election. 

He was greeted by an enthusias- 
tic, largely Hispanic crowd of about 
1,500 people wha waited for some 
three hours in 37 degree heat to hear 
Dukakis and his running mate. Tex- 
as Senator Lioyd Bentsen. 

Earlier, before leaving Atlanta, 
Dukakis visited the camp of former 
rival Jesse Jackson and was greeted 
by chants of “Duke, Duke,” from 
supporters of the black civil rights 
leader. 

With Jackson now firmly behind 
Dukakis, Democrats hope that 
blacks, who provided 20 per cent of 
the party's votes in 1984, will also 
rally behind the ticket on November 
8. 


“It's time to recapture the spirit of 
enérgy and of confidence and of ide- 
alism that John Kennedy and Lyn- 
don Johnson inspired a generation 
ago,” Dukakis said in Atlanta, ac- 
cepting the nomination at a rip-roar- 


ing finale to the party's convention. 

‘The excitement and harmony pro- 
jected by the convention appeared 
to have given the Democratic ticket 
at least a temporary boost. 

An ABC news poll released on 
Thursday showed Dukakis leading 
Bush by 53 to 4] per cent. 

Dukakis hammered at multi-ra- 
cial justice themes, and referred re- 
peatedly to Kennedy and Jackson, 
making many a cosmetic attempt to 
work Kennedy imagery into his 
campaign. 

He ripped into the Reagan admin- 
istration, including Bush, for pro- 
ducing “the cockamamie idea that 
we should trade arms to the Ayatol- 
Ish for hostages," a reference to the 
Iran-Contra affair that was Presi- 
dent Reagan's greatest scandal. 

He raised the so-called “sleaze- 
factor™ issue of alleged unethical be- 
haviour among high Reagan offi- 
cials and said he would fire anyone 
who violated their ethical trust. 

He complimented Reagan for 
making progress in nuclear arms 
control with the Soviet Union but 
added: “We can do a lot more to 
stop the spread of nuclear and 


chemical arms; we can do a lot more 

to bring peace to Central America 

and to the Middle East; and we can 

and we will do a jot more to end 
id in South Africa.” 

Jackson told his followers on Fri- 
day they had won new respect anda 
role in presidential politics that will 
one day put a black man in the 
White House. 

“In our lifetime you and 1 will be 
in the White House.” be told his 
delegates in a farewell} rally. 

He introduced Dukakis to the 
largely black crowd as “ἃ man I've 
come to love™ and said he had “be- 
gun to establish a relationship” with 
Bentsen. 

Bentsen praised Jackson as “one 
of the most inspirational leaders" in 
the history of the republic.

Soviets deny they are halting their

ISLAMABAD (AP) -- The Soviet 
Union moved quickly last night to 
angrily deny a charge by Pakistan 
President Zia ul-Haq that the Rus- 
sians have stopped withdrawing 
troops from Afghanistan and have 
recalled soldiers to help defend the 
Afghan capital of Kabol from guer- 
villa attacks. 


Gen. Zia, the army chief of staff, 
told a news conference: ‘‘The recent 
information is that the Soviet Union 
has decided not only to stop their 
withdrawal but they have also 
brought something like 10,000 
troops back from the Soviet Union 
into Kabul because Kabul was under 
threat.”’ 

Zia refused to reveal the source of 


his information other than to say it 
came from a “‘very reliable source.””

U.S team witnesses destruction 
of Soviet SS-20 nuclear missile 


MOSCOW (Reuter) -- A team of 
U.S. inspectors on Friday witnessed 
the destruction of a Soviet SS-20 
medium-range nuclear missile at the 
Kapustin Yar test site in the Volgo- 
grad region, the official Tass news 
‘agency said yesterday. 

‘Tass said the missile was the first 
SS-20 to go under the superpower 
treaty banning intermediate-range 
nuclear forces (INF) which took ef- 
fect last month. 

Captain John Williams led the 
U.S inspection team, which con- 
ducted three days of checks of origi- 
nal data handed to the Americans 
following ratification of the INF 
pact, Tass said. 23. 

“The process of elimination pro- 
ceeded im accordance with the trea- 
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ty,” the agency quoted Williams as 
saying. “When I saw the result of 
the destruction of the missile, I had 
a feeling of satisfaction.” Williams 
was quoted as saying that the U.S. 
ins verified both the number 
of SS-20 missiles based at Kapustin 
Yar and their technical specifica- 
tions and found that their checks 
matched the Soviet data.

Despite Iran, haj proceeds calmly 


JEDDAH (AP) — As more than a 
million Moslems proceeded calmly 
through the rituals of the anoual 
pilgrimage to Mecca yesterday, Sau- 
di Arabia accused Iran of spreading 
“‘lies and fabrications” to try to stir 
tensions in the holy city. 

For the second time since 
Wednesday, Teheran radio said 
there were political demonstrations 
at the haj against the ruling Saudi 
family and against the United 
States, the Soviet Union and Israel. 

Iranian radio also claimed police 
“attacked” some of the demonstra- 
tors. Saudi authorities denied the 
claims and said the haj was proceed- 
ing in “peace and security. 

It was after the prayers, according 
to Teheran radio, monitored by the 
BBC, that hundreds of pilgrims 
demonstrated in Mecca against the 


deaths last year of 402 people in the 
holy city. 

“Hundreds of Arab, Turk, Af- 
ghan, Pakistani and American pil- 
grims demonstrated in Mecca today 
(Friday), chanting slogans .. . and 
carrying placards condemning the 
Al-Saud regime in their killing of 
over 400 pilgrims of the holy sanctu- 
ary last year in Mecca," Teheran 
radio said.

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Egypt’s reluctant peace 


EVER since Israel and Egypt established dip- 
lomatic relations over eight years ago, the 
Egyptian embassy in Tel Aviv made it a point 
to celebrate with great pomp Egypt’s national 
day — the anniversary of the 1952 officers’ 
revolution that brought Nasser to power. The 
Egyptians’ lavish receptions and garden par- 
ties on July 23 often rivalled in their turnout of 
thousands of guests and generous hospitality 
the traditional Fourth of July mass reception 
marking U.S. Independence Day. 

One of the biggest Egyptian garden parties 
was held in July 1982, at the height of the war 
in Lebanon, by Egypt's first ambassador in 
Israel, Saad Mortada, marking the 30th anni- 
versary of the officers’ revolution. The leading 
guest of honour was then defence minister 
Arie] Sharon who was honoured with cutting 
the festive cake in the colours of the Egyptian 
flag. Joined by ambassador Mortada, Sharon 
told the large audience that Lebanon would 
be the second Arab country to sign a peace 
treaty with Israel. 

The tradition of these lavish receptions was 
upheld and even outdone throughout the 
years by Ambassador Mohammed Bas- 
siouny, also when he was officially only 
charge d'affaires following the recalling of 
ambassador Mortada in September 1982 in 
the wake of the Sabra and Shatilla massacre. 
In a way, these huge Egyptian embassy gar- 
den ies served as a constant and 
reminder that the peace between Israel and 
Egypt can also be real at the level of human 
and personal contacts, despite the many mani- 

festations of a cold and reluctant peace by 
official Egypt in Cairo. 

Nevertheless, this year will be the first time 
that the Egyptian embassy in Tel Aviv will 
demionstratively oot celebrate its national 
day. The official reason given for this diplo- 
matic affront is the intifada. For the sake of its 
peace with Israel, Egypt could celebrate here

Ambassador Moshe Sasson, who returned 
to Jerusalem during the weekend after head- 
ing Israel’s erabassy in Cairo over seven years, 
believes that the “strategic peace” with Egypt 
is in order, despite the many ups and downs 
which he experienced. He said proudly that he 
is the only Israeli ambassador who could take 
his car and drive home some 500 kilometres 
for a weekend. But the surprise farewell party 
which the Egyptian government arranged for 
him and the Egyptian defence ministry cere- 
mony at which he could lay wreaths at the 
tombs of late president Sadat and of the un- 
known Egyptian soldier could not make up for 
the long years of near isolation from official 
Egypt. His farewell audience with President 
Mubarak was a welcome gesture, as well, but 
it was an exception that proved the rule. 

At a time when outright anti-Semitic car-

THOUGH THEIR number has de- 
creased over the years, there still are 
quite a few Israelis -- as well as Jews 
elsewhere — who will have nothing 
to do with Germans or with any- 
thing German.

At the same time, as some of 
them always agreed, personal im- 
peratives and reservations notwith- 
standing, it was in Israel's national 
interest to have relations, and good 
ones at that, with the Federal Re- 
public. Where doubts had still pre- 
vailed until recently, recent months 
may have contributed to reducing, if 
not to dispelling, them altogether. 
Every sensible Israeli is conscious 
that we are living through an ex- 
tremely difficult period not only at 
home but also abroad. Without go- 
ing into the question of right and 
wrong, of political wisdom and folly. 
no one whose vision is not blurred 
by self-deception can deny that the 
events which have changed our pace 
of life since last December have 
harmed Israel's image and standing. 


ISRAELI AND Diaspora Jews are 
reacting strongly to the intifada. Ev- 
ery Jew has a right to an opinion on 
the realpolitik of the situation, but 
do publicly critical Jewish individ- 
uals and organizations help or harm 
Israel and the Jewish people? 

The way Jews criticize Israel and 
how their opinions are perceived by 
the world are of concern to all Jews. 
When self-appointed Jewish "media- 
tors’ in the United States publicly 
state that the violence should 
“shock Israel's government into ag- 
gressively negotiating an end to the 
Israeli occupation of some Arab 
land,” they are falsely signaling the 
noa-Jewish world that [sraeli politi- 
cians of all parties are deliberately 
avoiding peaceful solutions. That is, 
they are playing directly into the 
hands of Israe!'s most vicious critics, 
and encouraging even friendly gov- 
ernments to surmise that Israel can 
be pressured into making conces- 
sions against her national self- 
interest. 

Jew attacking Jew is the best way 
to undermine both Israel's credibil- 
ity and the image of all Jews. When 
Rabbi Hertzberg and Rabbi Sieg- 
man refer to Israel as “morally and 
politically bankrupt” and to Israeli 
policy as “madness,” they are irrev- 
ocably harming not only Israel but 
all Jews. Those who advocate or 
defend public criticism of Israel run 
the risk of such remarks being ap- 
plied to Jews everywhere, and must 
realize that their actions may be 
placing all Jews in jeopardy.

Some of the figures: 41 per cent of 
Americans believe Israel has been 
too harsh in dealing with the Pales- 
tinians; 37 per cent (92 million peo- 
ple) believe that Israel is obstructing 
peace efforts; 62 per cent urged the 
U.S. to negotiate with the PLO; and 
57 per cent believe Israel should ac- 
cept a Palestinian state.

MOYNIHAN HAS moments of 


striking insight. He points out that 
America’s greatest error in foreign 
policy has been “the myth of invinci- 
ble Communism.”

HAS THE Waldheim affair, which 
has stirred up dormant anti-Semi- 
tism and embroiled the Austrian 
government in international contro- 
versies, been good or bad for the 
tiny Jewish community of Austria? 

We put this question to the chief 
rabbi of Austria, Rabbi Haim Eisen- 
berg, who is visiting Israel for the 
International Conference of Rabbis 
and Community Leaders. 

“In the beginning,” Eisenberg 
said, “the affair was bad for the 
Jews and bad for Austria, but at this 
point, we see some movement to 
Teconciliation. Some good things 
have begun to come out of it.” 

The prolonged controversy sur- 
rounding the Nazi past of Austrian 
President Kurt Waidheim has wit- 
nessed two recent developments. 
The massive investigation carried 
out by Thames Television failed to 
turn up conclusive evidence that he 
had committed war crimes. And 
Waldheim dropped his libel suit 
against World Jewish Congress 
president Edgar Bronfman, for call- 
ing him “part and parcel of the Nazi 
killing machine.” 

In the middle of of the controver- 
sy, buffeted by forces beyond their 
control, stood the 10,000 Jews of 
Austria, most of whom live in Vien- 
na. 

Eisenberg stressed that there was 
not much interest in pursuing the 
affair among Austrian Jews at first, 
because most of them do not have 
deep roots in the country and have 
no direct experience of Austria un- 
der the Nazis. 

“Most of the Jews who live in 
Austria today came there after 
World War I from Eastern Europe. 
For them, Austria was their first 
haven of freedom. They were glad 
to be there, and glad to pet away 
from places like Poland, Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia. Most Austrian 
Jews just wanted to live quietly." 

Eisenberg’s family, too, came to 
Austria after the war. His father, 
Rabbi Akiva Eisenberg, came from 
Hungary, and served as Austria's 
chief rabbi from 1948 to 1983. Haim 
served as his assistant for five years, 
and took over after his father's 
death in 1983. Haim, who was born 
in 1950, pursued his rabbinical stud- 
ies in Israel for four years at Machon 
Ariel. He is married to a former 
American whom he met here, and 
they have four children. 


DURING the first phase of the af- 
fair in 1986, said Eisenberg, Austri- 
an Jews were “1655 concerned about 
Waldheim personally, and more 
concerned about what was happen- 
ing in the presidential elections. 
Anti-Semitism, which had been dor- 
mant for decades, was coming to the 
surface.

THE quest for eternal youth has 
ey achieved some success: Vita- 
min Ἐ slows down the ageing pro- 
cess in roundworms. Scientists at the 
Haifa Technion who have made this 
discovery believe that attempts to 
apply it to humans will begin within 
a decade. , 

Prof. David Gershon, chairman 
of the Technion’s biology depart- 
ment, has found that Vitamin E is 
most effective in slowing down age- 
ing when it is introduced during the 
early stages of the worm’s growth 
and development. “The results sug- 
gest that something critical in rela- 
tion to the ageing process happens 
very early in life,” says Gershon, an 
expert in the molecular and cellular 
aspects of ageing. “If we are going 
to intervene in the human ageing 
Process, we will probably have to do 
so early on.” 

In experiments conducted by 
Gershon and his colleagues, nema- 
tode worms -- a species often studied 
in the lab because of their simple

Cell damage was reduced and life 
span lengthened. The team found 
that the vitamin is most effective 
when introduced and withdrawn at 
different stages in the worm’s life 
cycle. Its effects were only marginal 
when introduced when the wonns 
were older. 

These findings tie in with the Hai- 
fa biologist’s previous work on the 
theory that errors in protein synthe- 
sis were partly responsible for age- 
ing. Proteins, the building blocks of 
the body, are chains of amino acids 
in a fixed sequence. If one of them is 
inserted in: the wrong site as the 
protein molecule is being formed, 
the protein changes and a perpetual 
error is introduced. While some 
faulty protein molecules appear in 
the cells of the young, many more 
accumulate in those of the old. Ger- 
shon's team's research indicates that 
damage to the protein coating of 
some cells sustained during the 
course of life is largely due to oxy- 
gen damage. 

The work with worms clearly 
shows that oxidation causes damage 
to body cells and is an underlying 
mechanism of ageing. Thus oxygen 
is not only necessary for life. but 
also an innate part of death, says 
Gershon. 


STRESS CONTROL has been 
found to help diabetics keep their 
blood-sugar levels steady and safe. 
Diabetics, whether they have Type I 
(juvenile diabetes, in which the 
body does not produce enough insu- 
lin) or Type II (in which they pro- 
duce insulin but their bodies can't 
use it effectively), must constantly 
worry about, their blood sugar. If 
they have too much, they can devel- 
op blindness or heart disease. lose 
their limbs or even die; if they have 
too little, they can quickly become 
weak and dizzy or even go into a 
coma. 

The latest issue of Psychology To- 
day reports that U.S. researchers 
have found that insulin levels vary 
according to stress; if the patient

In another ex- 
periment, biofeedback (being 
booked up to electronic equipment 
to detect muscle tension, body tem- 
perature and perspiration levels) 
was found effective as well. 

Tt was also found that stress can 
affect Type I diabetics in different 
Ways. stress could increase blood 
sugar in a hostile. competitive per- 
son, but lower it in a more easy- 
going type. The researchers cannot 
yet explain this. 


CANCER TREATMENT facilities 
in Israel are good, but they will de- 
teriorate soon unless a centralized 
body coordinates them.

In the later stage of the affair. 
however, Eisenberg and other Jew- 
ish leaders saw that it had brought 
about some needed soul-searching 
among the Austrian people with re- 
gard to its role in the Nazi period. 

“The notion that Austria was Hit- 
ler’s first victim, instead of one of 
his first collaborators, was political- 
ly convenient for Austria in the 
1950s. The withdrawal of the great 
powers, including the Russians, 
from the country, and its neutraliza- 
tion, were based on this premise. 

“But I think that the Austrians 
took this idea of the ‘first victim” too 
seriously. It was politically good for 
the country, but bad for the soul of 
the Austrian people.”

as central 
banks sell 


NEW YORK (Reuter) — The dollar's 
summer rally appeared to be over on 
Friday as the U.S. currency fell and 
traders speculated it would go even 
lower because of central bank efforts 
to cut short its recent advance. 

The dollar fell to 1.8275 West Ger- 
man marks in New York from 
Thursday's close of 1.8365. It 
slipped to 130.85 Japanese yen from 
131.60. 

“The question is whether 1.82 
marks is the bottom or do we go to 
new lows early next week?" said 
Frank Watsen of Swiss Bank Corpo- 
ration. 

Wall Street stocks ended a bad 
week with a broad decline as the 
dollar's fall and a sharply lower close 
in the Tokyo market offset good 
news on the U.S. inflation front. The 
Dow Jones industrial average fell 
25.60 points to 2,060.99, the lowest 
level since June 7. 


The market failed to take heart 
from a modest 0.3% rise in the U.S. 
Consumer Price Index in June that 
came in below expectations. But U.S. 
bond prices rallied on the report. 
The 30-year Treasury bond finished 
up 18/32 at 99-6/32, lowering its yield 
to 9.2% from 9.26% on Thursday. 

U.S. stocks, however, have been 
undermined by several factors, in- 
cluding the recent volatility in the 
Tokyo market, which lost 391.13 
points to close at 27,285.01 on Fri- 
day. 

The currency has fallen 3% 
against the mark and nearly 4% 
against the British pound last week, 
terminating ἃ rally fuelled by confi- 
dence in the U.S. economy and 
steady improvement in the nation’s 
trade performance. 

The dollar started tumbling 
fast week after the U.S. Federal Re- 
serve and the central banks of West 
Germany. Japan, England and lialy 

sold dollars in concerted interven- 
tions. 


Gold futures edged up in New 
York. The August contract gained 20 
cents to $442.90 dollars an ounce.

SEVERAL WEEKS ago Menahem 
Eyal, a senior official at the Airports 
Authority, landed in Frankfurt on 
his way to Hamburg. He checked-in 
for the continuing one-hour flight 
and was told it was delayed two 
hours.

Forty-five 
minutes before the new departure 
time, he went to the gate along with 
the other passengers who slowly 
filed in. 

The plane was not there. Fifteen 
minutes before departure time -- and 
still no sight of the aircraft. 

The Lufthansa plane was to have 
arrived from Munich but the pilots 
there were still waiting for permis- 
sion to take off. The airlanes were 
too crowded so the flight was de- 
layed by another two hours and Eyal 
returned to the bar. 

Meanwhile in Nice, The Jerusa- 
lem Post's Hamutal Appel watched 
with amusement how passengers for 
a delayed Air France flight to Lon- 
don descended on the bar. London 
too was congested, so the French 
carrier distributed coupons for the 
bar. The passengers had also been 
drinking before the announcement 


informing them of the delay and so ~ 


they just went back to drinking, only 
this time with coupons. “They 
weren't bitter,” she said. 

Throughout Europe, flights have 
been disrupted this summer and a 
recent report said that the oumber 
and length of delays is ““‘progressive- 
ly increasing. Delays in the order of 
60 to 120 minutes ... no longer con- 
stitute exceptional cases.” 

In one week in Europe 30 of Εἰ 
Al's 152 flights left late because of 
congestion along the way. 


A week ago, 1,500 passengers 
spent the night at Gatwick airport 
near London waiting for their flights 
to finally take off. Children clutch- 
ing teddy bears slept on floors and 
benches and the place resembled a 
disaster evacuation centre. 

At Luton, also near London, po- 
lice were called in to clear frustrated 
passengers who blocked departure 
lounge doors. Their plane to Major- 
ca, delayed for 23 hours, had been 
reassigned to other holiday makers.

pe’s summer of travel chaos 


Joshua Brilliant/Post Aviation Reporter 


THE DELAYS are a summer-phe- 
nomenon because this is the season 
when the oumber of passengers 
surges. According to the Associa- 
tion of European Airlines. 270 mil- 
lion passengers flew last year on 3.3 
million commercial flights. This 
year 291 million passengers are 
ed. 

urpean airport managers said 
that the number of small executive 
jets worsened this problem. These 
jets sometimes fly at altitudes used 
by the commercial aircraft even 
though the slots they occupy are 
used for one or two passengers only. 

However the massive charter traf- 
fic has tipped the scales. Tens of 
millions of people go on vacation in 
the summer and British tour opera- 
tors said they alone expected 13 mil- 
lion of their countrymen to “follow 
the sun” this year. mostly to Greece 
and Spain. Bucket-ticket shops in 
England have been offering return 
flights to Ibiza for £59 (less than NIS 
165 ) and to Crete for £95 (around 
NIS 250) - so the demand is 
enormous. 

But all the traffic is channelled 
into too few airlanes, each one 
forming a sort of 10-mile wide road 
in the sky. 

Safety regulations ensure that 
planes must be ten miles apart on 
lanes monitored by radar and ten 
minutes apart on lanes not covered 
by radar. 

The corridor will include aircraft 
flying at several altitudes. but strict 
tules apply there too. Two thousand 
feet must separate planes flying in 
the same direction up to an altitude 
of 29.000 feet. At higher altitudes 
there is a 4.000 feet separation. 

The number of lanes is limited 
largely because of military demands 
for huge chunks of the airspace for 
maneuvers. Nato pilots are said to 
train extensively, and much of the 
airspace has been reserved for them. 
‘The pilots’ maps also include sec- 
tions contained in pink lines. denot- 
ing firing zones, and flying over 
them is also prohibited. In Germa- 
ny. for example. 70% of the air- 
space is reserved for the military. 

Occasionally even that space left 
for civilian traffic is closed because 
air forces are conducting an exer- 
cise. Thus if the French are engaged 
in some war game the planes may be 
diverted to Germany. And one day 
last week all of Israel's skies were 
closed for several hours. 

The shortage of air space has 
mostly affected Britain, France. 
West Germany. Benelux according 
to the UN-affiliated International 
Civil Aviation Organization 
(ICAO). 

But traffic to Israel has also been 
affected. Airlanes used to link Eu- 
rope with Ben-Gurion Airport are 
also used to reach other Middle 
Eastern countries, the Far East 
and Australia. Several lanes cross 
Yugoslavia and Italy but merge over 
Greece. 

They are very heavily used in the 
summer because the Greek islands 
are extremely popular vacation

sites. A British Civil Aviation Au- 
thority spokesman estimated that 
85% of the more than one-hour de- 
lays from Britain are on flights to 
Mediterranean destinations. 


TO LIMIT the disruptions, the Eu- 
Topean ents set up Air 
Traffic Flow Management Units, or 
ATFMUs. These units cover the 
area from to Scandinavia 
and Ireland, know how many oe 
offs are expected at each point ani 
how many planes are expected to fly 
over a given area. Hence they can 
locate potential bottlenecks. 

When a bottleneck is anticipated, 
they inform all airlines that planes 
may not enter them unless they are 
assigned one of the “slots.” 

This is how it works: Long 
before an Εἰ Al flight takes off for 
Brussels, for example, the airline's 
Operations Control Unit will inform 
the authorities that the plane is slat- 
ed to take off from Ben-Gurion Air- 
port at a certain time, intends to 
take airlane Green 18 or Amber 14, 
be over one point at this hour, over 
another so and so many minutes lat- 
er, and so on. 

The information is relayed to 
Athens, the nearest ATFMU cen- 
ure. Athens will check with the next 
centre, which will relay the informa- 
tion on until it reaches Brussels. 
Each centre will check whether the 
desired route is free at that time. 
Once ali the units along the route 
OK the plan, Athens will inform Tel 
Aviv that the flight may take off. If 
it is not OK, a different time will be 
assigned. 

The plane must reach the en- 
trance to the bottleneck within five 
minutes of the time alloted to it. 
Otherwise the pilot loses his slot and 
may be pushed down to the bottom 
of the list of waiting aircraft. 

That is why pilots must take off on 
time. They will board passengers 
well ahead of schedule, taxi to the 
runway and wait nearby with run- 
ning engines. “You arrive five min- 
utes ahead of time and wait for your 
turn to make sure you don’t miss it,” 
EI Al Captain Yitzhak Gonnen said.

Pressure has also been building up 
to ease restrictions on night flights. 
But experts such as British Airways’

“major investment on a scale which 
can only be borne by Europe acting 
in concert.” But many officials 
doubt that European Community 
countries are willing to lose their 
sovereignty over air-traffic control.

Scrutinizing Kitty Dukakis’ stand on Israel 


ATLANTA - Is Kitty Dukakis a 
closet Peace Now-nik, who might as 
first lady urge her husband to press 
Israel to show more flexibility on 
territorial compromise? 

The evidence so far is mixed. The 
first prospective Jewish first lady re- 
cited the standard pro-Israel cate- 
chism during an appearance before 
an Aipac symposium during the 
convention. 

“Tsrael’s fate is our fate... we will 
never let Istael down. Peace in the 
Middle East must come about 
through direct negotiations between 
Tsrael and her neighbours. We can- 
not and should not impose a 
settlement.” 

But in an interview with the Ar 
tanta Jewish Times published last 
week, Mrs. Dukakis said, (Along) 
with many American Jews, I have 
not been happy with some of the 
most recent events in Gaza and the 
West Bank. And although 1 recog- 
nize that we are often seeing (only) 
parts of the story, some of the news 
reports that I've witnessed on televi- 
sion were upsetting.” 

Mrs. Dukakis also admitted to 
having had “reservations” about the 
1982 Israeli invasion of Lebanon, 
but added, “On the other hand, [ 
also recognize the threat that was 
coming into Israel in terms of her 
security and that also has to be 
weighed.” 

Mrs. Dukakis said, “We have a 
tradition of support for Israe} in this 
country, and that would continue 
under my husband's very strong sup- 
port. That doesn't mean people in 
this country have always agreed with 
everything Israel has done, and 1 
think a coming of age in Israel 
means accepting the fact that the 
rest of the world isn’t always going 
to agree with her.” 

Mrs. Dukakis said she began to 


feel a strong sense of Jewish identity 
during her first trip to Israel in 1976. 
But she emphatically rejects the pre- 
mise that her marriage to a gentile is 
an abnegation of her Jewishness. “I 
think I'm a stronger Jew for baving 
married out of my religion. I feel 
very strongly about my ethnic and 
religious background, and that has 
not diminished. I think it has been 
enhanced.”

For the first time in the West 
Bank since the start of the uprising. 
stores in towns were open until 7 
p.m. in accordance with instructions 
in underground leaflets, and streets 
were reported crowded with pre- 
holiday shoppers.

Shultz won’t challenge 
to come to the boil again |Israel on Soviet drop-outs 


WASHINGTON (AP) -- Secretary 
of State George Shultz has decided 
not to fight a move by Israel to 
eliminate the “drop-out” problem 
by requiring Jews who leave the So- 
viet Union on Israeli visas to settle 
in Israel, State Department officials 
said on Friday. 

But Shultz was urged by his advis- 
ers on Soviet and refugee affairs to 
keep pushing Moscow ta permit 
wider emigration across the board. 

Most Jews leave the Soviet Union 
with Israeli visas. But aearly 90 per 
cent of them go elsewhere, mostly to 
the U.S.. once they reach Vienna 
and are recognized as political refu- 
gees. Israel recently decided that 
Soviet Jews granted exit permits 
would receive their visas in Roma- 


Nurses continue hunger strike

The hunger strike by four leaders 
of the Nurses Union enters its 12th 
day, and sanctions in the public hos- 
pitals continue, as the cabinet is due 
to discuss the crisis today. 

The nurses, sitting under a make- 
shift tent opposite the Prime Minis- 
ter's Office in Jerusalem, met Friday 
with two top Treasury and Histadrut 
Officials who make up the ‘‘follow- 
up committee" charged with decid- 
ing the various issues affecting 
them. But apart from agreement on 
a 24 per cent increase in the number 
of oursing positions in the public 
hospitals, no progress was evident. 

The nurses said they were con- 
tinuing their fast because of dis- 
agreement over how long it will take 
to create the extra nursing positions. 
They want most of the new nurses to 
be hired quickly, to reduce the bur- 
den of work on existing nurses, 
while the follow-up committee 
wants the hiring to stretch over four 
years. 

On Tuesday. the nurses are to 
hoid a march to Jerusalem, and on 
Thursday are planning a mass pro-
